Of Brotherhood of St. Andrew.— 
Annual Conference of Order Held 
in Calgary Wes Big Success, Says 
Archdeacon Gray, — T. Mayne 
Daly's Address, 


Arehdeacon Gray, who returned to 
Ward the close of last week from Cal 
ary, states that the conference of the 
Srotherhood of St, Andrew, which he 
attended there, was an unqualified 
Success, and the very large numbers 
attending it surprised not only — the 
Brotherhood, but outsiders, who eante 
to listen. This conference was plann- 
ed by Mr. Birmingham, the travelling 
Seerctary of the Brotherhood and 
Worked up by the small chapter of 15 
or 20 young men in Calgary. 

When asked about the Brotherhood, 
Archdeacon Gray stated that it) was 
founded 25 years ago in the Church of 
St. James, Chicago, by James Hough- 
teling, a bank manager there. He 
had been teaching a Bible class — of 
young men for years, when it occurred 
to him that his work was a waste of 
time if the men did not go out and 
practice what they learned. 

The general principle of the work is 
personal service—‘“‘to get in touch 
with the next man,” and help him 
lead a better life. The order has 
gradually grown until there are now 
20,000 active members in the United 
States and 10,000 in Canada. From 
the Yukon to the South Sea Islands 
the chapters extend, and they arc 
numerically strong in the Orient. At 
the Calgary pe rence last week 
there were four full-blooded Blackfoot 
Indians among thetcommunicants 
os Origin of Brotherhood. 

The. work done by the Brotherhood 
is done by the laymen. of the English 
Chureh and is purely spiritaal, en- 
deavoring to arouse man to a sense of 
Kis moral responsibility toward other 
men, and to the world generally. 
Young men who wish to join are put 
on probation for some time before they 
dre admitted to the Brotherhood. 

“But why put the brotherhood un- 
der the patronage of St. Andrew?” the 
Archdeacon was asked. 

“Don’t you recall? When St. An- 
drew heard of the Messiah his first 
impulse was to go and tell his brother 
That indicates the spirit of the work- 
to help the man nearest you,” replied 
the Archdeacon. 

Resume of Conference. 

The conference at Calgary, as fully 
reported in the papers of that eity, 
was highly suecesstul, As the work 
is done by laymen for laymen, per- 
haps the feature of the conference was 
the address by Hon. T. Mayne Daly 
in the Lyric Theatre Fully — 1,300 
men were in attendance, even the 
aisles being filled, 

The subject of. the address was; 
“Man's Responsibility for Man.” 
This element of responsibility was 
considered under yarious headings. 
The dddress, which made such oa 
strong impression upon his audience 
bf men, is bere reproduced in part 

“There are many men who take no 
yart whatever in municipal affains. 
t's a God-given right to register your 
franchise and the man who does not 
take interest enough to cast his vote 
is not a good citizen. Yet these same 
people will grumble and growl and 
criticize the actions of those who are 
elected to authority. Lt’s a bad prin- 
ciple and the man who adopts it is not 
sharing his responsibility as a citizen 

“We hae a large responsibility to 
bear as husbands and fathers. As 
police magistrate of Winnipeg I come 
in contact every day with many sor- 
rowful cases affecting the home life 
of our country. 

“Do you look after that: girl whom 
you promised to dionor, cherish and 
protect?” asked Mr, Daly with some 
tecling, and the large audience ap- 
plauded the sentiment, - 

“The besetting sin) of this age, 
continued Mr. Daly, ‘tis selfishness— 
and the most selfigshoanimal on earth 
is man, Let us turn our attention to 
the tather’s responsibility for his 
ghildren. . In eight cases out of ten, 
the cause of the bey going astray ts 
attributable to bis parents. — Fathers, 
are Mou your boys’ ehunis? If not, 
Lsay to you look to it where your bey 
spends his evenings and who are his 
companions.”

Mr. Daly hereteuched the keynote 
of his diseourse—the common brother- 
hood of men. 

‘Don't forget to help the lame bro- 
ther alongside of ‘you,” admonished 
Mr. Daly “Put yourself in his place 
bejore using harsh words 1 know 
many men who have come from 
quiet, law-abiding homes down — cast 
out to the ‘wild and woolly’ —west— 
and have then proceeded to become 
the woolliest of the woolly, Doubtless 
many will say by action, if not by 
word, ‘1 am not my brother's keep:

“Don't forget your responsibility to 
every girl you meet.
